25.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Slate  Government  the  Board  may  incur  expenditure  and  undertake  works  in 
such  rural  area  as  the  State  Government  may  by  notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette  specify  for  the  framing  and  execution  of  such  housing  schemes,  includ- 
ing the  housing  schemes  administered  by  the  Social  Welfare  department  of  the 
Stale  Government  a l the  commencement  of  this  Act,  as  it  may  consider  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time  or  as  may  be  entrusted  to  it  by  the  State  Government. 


26,  If  the  Board  while  framing  a housing  scheme  in  respect  of  a rural  area 
considers  it  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of  houses  under  the 
scheme  to  include  in  the  scheme  a part  of  an  area  which  is  contiguous  to  such 
rural  area  but  which  is  not  a rural  area,  then^  notwithstanding  anything  con-

( f ) the  construction  and  re-construction  of  buildings; 

(g)  the  sale,  letting  or  exchange  of  any  property  comprised  in  the  scheme; 

(h)  the  construction  and  alteration  of  roads,  streets,  backlanes,  bridges, 
culverts  and  cause-ways; 


(i)  drainage,  water  supply  and  lighting  of  the  area  included  in  the  scheme; 

(/)  shops,  schools,  parks,  playing  fields  and  open  spaces  for  the  benefit  of 
any  area  comprised  in  the  scheme  or  any  adjoining  area,  and  the  enlarge 
ment  of  existing  parks,  playing  fields,  open  spaces  and  approaches, 


(fc)  sanitary  arrangements  required  for  the  area  comprised  in  the  scheme, 
including  the  conservation  and  prevention  of  any  injury  or  contamination  to 
rivers  or  other  sources  and  means  of  water  supply;

3.  In  the  principal  Act,  in  section  7, — • 

(1)  in  sub-section  (7),  in  clause  (a),  the  words  “or  the  State  Govern- 
ment ” shall  be  deleted  ; 

(2)  after  sub-scction  (1),  the  following  sub-section  shall  bo  inserted, 

namely  : — ’ 

“ (1A)  For  the  purpose  of  clause  (a)  of  sub-section  (7),  a person  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  hold  office  or  place  of  profit  under  the  Board  by 
reason  only  that  he  is  a Housing  Commissioner,”. 

4.  (I)  The  Gujarat  Rural  Housing  Board  { Amendment ) ( Second  ) Ordi- 
nance, 1985  is  hereby  repealed. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  such  repeal  anything  done  or  any  action  taken  under 
the  principal  Act  as  amended  by  the  said  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  done  or  taken  under  the  principal  Act  as  amended  by  this  Act. 
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
